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History Corner - Eastern Native America

Many of you are wondering the history of the Coosa and maybe even the Creek Indians that inhabited this area of 
the Eastern US. Well, here is a short Mini series on the history of this culture. 

I. From the beginning of time through the early Epochs: 

The Coosa, of the Muskogean Language Group of Southeastern Amer-indians, were one of the more powerful, 
and magnificent mound kingdoms and empires of the historical Late Mississippian epoch, who inhabited the greater 
parts of present day north-central Alabama and north-western Georgia from the time beginning with their migration 
across the early land bridges from Asia to the North American continent. 

The strongest and most highly structured period began well before the birth of Christ to the beginning of the time 
of the Spanish exploration of North America with DeSoto in 1540. According to Spanish chroniclers, the Coosa 
were one of the most powerful and numerous kingdoms they met in their travels. 

The most powerful chieftains were the “Coosas,” the territory whose subjects included large and small native 
towns in parts of north Georgia, north and as far south as central Alabama. The largest concentration and greatest 
governing seat was the city/town of Coosa, which according to Spanish Chronologists, contemporary historians and 
archeologists, could have been in an area in the eastern part of north Georgia (Carters), near the junction of Talking 
Creek Rock and the Cossawattee River at a archeological dig known as “Little Egypt’, or at the intersection of the 
Coosa River at the “ Terrapin Creek” site near Gadsden, or, located on the Talladega Creek at the intersection of the 
Coosa River slightly above where the Highway 280 bridge crosses into Childersburg, Alabama. 

The Coosa Empire may well have included an area of several hundred miles in circumference who chieftains and 
kings may have ruled thousands in large and small, palisades, and open cities consisting of large mounds, well built 
housing and public structures, all connected by well worn paths and roads.
